The Director briefed the full House 


Armed Services Committee for approximately an hour and a half on the 
Soviet and Chinese Communist posture.

Met with Representative Lee Hamilton 


at his request. The purpose was to give him a general briefing on the place 
of the Agency in the Government hierarchy. I went over this with him in 
some detail answering all of his questions. He stated he was a supporter 
of the Agency but did have some concern that operational activities should 
not be within the scope of the Agency*s mission. He added that he was a 
strong supporter of the Agency.
